A pump- 
kin may be grown and matured in 
a few months, but a certain class 
of locusts still requires 17 years 
for its reproduction of life.

A big boom in travel is forecast 
| for the future. and the survey says

By 1960, it is estimated, a mil- 
lion private planes will be flying 
the airways, ,private craft will be

The fast trans-Atlantic sleeper 
plane will make the trip between 
New York and London’ overnight.

fare of approximately $350, and 
two-week “overseas vacations” 
will not be unusual. 

The Fund expérts indicate that 
steamships will lose at least half 
their maximum prewar trans-At- 
lantic travel in first and cabin 
classes to airliners. They say 
railroads, with the exception of | 
“high density” lines and when used 
for short trips, may no longer be 
important carriers of passengers. 

The survey predicts automo- 
;biles will be used even more wide- 
ily in the next 13 years than in 
the prewar period. There were 
4.5 persons for every passenger 
car in 1941 and it is expected that 
' there will be more than one car 
in operation for each four persons

ily in the country—in 1960.
